From an eyrie altitude of 1,150 feet 
Chicago proposes to |ook down on the 
reat of the world. 

A tower which surpasses in height the 
a. structure of Paris is projected by 
the citizens of the Windy City, and al- 
l ready land on which to build has been 
secured and actual work begun. 

This cloud disturbing etrncture is the 
outcome of a patriotic desire of Chica- 


| goane to fly the American flag higher 


‘than any other banner in the world. 
The strneture ig to be known as the City 
Tower, and as an attraction it will ont- 
rival anything ever before andertaken, 
_except the World’s Fair. The base of the 
tower is to be 25 feet equare, and it will

At the baee, from the four corner sup- 
ports, each of which 1s 50 feet square, will 
rise archer 2:4) feet acrose and the same 
in height. These arches will support the 
jirst innding, which will have “0.090 
qnare feet of flooring, where 22,000 per- 
guns cau be sinaimiaaeaidal at one time.

The most important observations of

DESPERATE FIGHT WITH BURGLARS. 


Two of Them Will Likely Die as a Result 
of the Battle. 


There occurred recently at the little 
village of Bedford, on the New York 
and Harlem railroad, a battle with burg- 
lars that reads more like a tale of the 
Wild West in its palmiest days than that 
of an actual occurrence ina thickly pop- 
ulated portion of the Empire State. The 
general store of W. B. Adame & Son, in 
Bedford village is a large one. The firm 
ig old established and known to every 
one throughout West Chester and sur- 
rounding counties. The place has been 
frequently visited by burglars, who, after 
plundering the store, have invariably 
made their escape. To safeguard his 
property Mr. Adame recently put in a 
barglar alarm. Wires were attached to 
all the windows and doors, and an alarm 
bell placed ia the family residence, 
which ie just across the road from the 
store. It was the ringing of this alarm 
bell at an early hour in the morning that 
told Mr. Adams and his son that some- 
thing was wrong. Hastily dreasing the 
twomen made for thestsre, The elder 
was armed with a shot gun, while the son 
carried a Winchester rifle. The father 
went to the rear of the store, and the son 
to the front, Agtheson approached the 
building he ran into a young man. 
Grabbing him, young Adams ordered 
him to stand under a ga; lamp and point 
ing his nificat him toid him that if he 
moved he would shoot. A moment later 
a perfect fusilade of shots were heard by 
the son and he could hear loud shouts 
and groans. He left his prisoner in front 
of the store, and started around the end 
of the pnilding to hie father’s aid. As 
he reached the side street a big burly 
fellow holdinga smoxing revolver in his 
hand, approached him and _ shouted, 
“Keep stiiior 1 will shoot.” But young 
Adams wae not keeping still just then. 
Like a tlash his Winchester was at bis 
shoulder and in an instant the robber

“There are some hundred and fifty 
different poisons known to us,” gaid a 
celebrated toxicologist in the course ofa 
quiet chat with the writer for “Pearson’s 
| Weekly.’ Perhaps not more than a 
third ofthem are known to exist, and 
every year weadd two or three newly 
discovered poisons to the existing list. 

“The etfecta of come poisons are very 
remarkable indeed. Poisons do not neces- 
| sarily kill. Ali noxious drugs are classed 

as poisons, and contrary to the general 
| Supposition that all poisons have fatal 
| properties, some merely cause the de- 
| struction o- reduction of certain facilities 
|common to the human being. For in- 
stance, there is a poison whico has been 
known to the natives of India for pro- 
bably hundreds of years, but which 
ig very little known to us; it is calied 
dhatoora. Ifgiven in proper quantities 
|it destroyathe po er of the mind, and 
(causes permanent imbecility. It is a 
| powerful drng, and owing to its not be- 
ing altogether unpleasant of taste, was 
extensively nsed in India for private re- 
venge ip the days when that vast conti- 
/nent looked after itself. Many a potent 
| person has been made incapable of ful- 
filling his office by thisdruy, administer. 
|ed at the instigation of some rival who 
desired to take his position. Ah ! there's 
many a blood curdling romance and 
| many a terrible tale of  tra- 
gedy wound round the history of Indian 
| poisons. 

Nitro-benzine ig another poison which 
contains remarkable properties. It is 
better known than the poison I have 

| just mentioned, but few people are aware 
'of the extraordinary effect it causes. 
Mind you, this is a poison in the sense in 
| Which the term is generally accepted—it 
ig deadiy poison, <A person baving 
jtaken # sutlicient large dose of nitro- 
| benzine oxperiences no immed ate dis- 
comfort, but bis skin gradually assumes 
/a hideous b.nish, or rather, parple-white 
color, which is simply horrible to see. 
As | say, he feele no discomfort; he may 
continue to do whatever he was occupied 
}in doing before he took the drng with- 
| out the least diffical y. Bat suddenly as 
|it he were struck by a tlash of lightning, 
he will feel the spasm of death and 
cease to exist. 

“A very peculiar cace attracted my at- 
tention a short time ago. It was that of 
a &treet hawker who was eotlfering from 
a form of paralysie of the brain, which I 
Was convinced was caused by poisoning. 
My investigations proyed my hypothesis 
to be a sound one. The man. occupied 
a small, ill-ventilated room in Drary 
lane, had, the day before his attack, 
purchased a stock of India rabber goods 
which he intended to retail on the 
streets. These goods, as is frequently the 
case, had, during the night, viven offa 
large quantity of bi-salpnide of carbon, 
which brought abont the man’s paralysis 
of the brain. He subsequently recovered, 
however the case is probably unparaliel- 
ed. 

“A very large percentage of known 
poisons eflect the brain in some way or 
another. Experimenting with merenr- 
ous compounds has freqnently cansed 

| teinporary and sometimes permanent in- 
i@anity. The most carefal measures are 
| necessary to insure safety when deaiing 
| with mereury. 

“Some poison; canse symptoms which 
are not infrequently mistaren for aymp 
| toms of certain diseases. For instance, 
|atropine, a very poisonous snbstance, 
; extracted from that fairy-lika hedge 
| weed, the deadly night shade, taken un- 
fer certain CIFCOM stances, causes Symp - 
toms in many ways resembling scariet 
fever, while the early symptoms of 
cholera are very strangely iike those of 
arsenical poisoning,”

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IN THE HANDS OF THE MOB. 


Constantiaople the Scene of a Farious 
Riot—Ottoman Bank Raided.

Her Majes- 
ty’s stcamehip Drvad at once left Thera- 
pia, where she was anchored, and pro- 
ceeded to Constantinople. Her Majeety’s 
steamer Cockatrice has arrived en route 
tothe Danube. She will probably re

The two 
together can probably make it very 
warm for the Postal Telegraph company, 
or the final outcome may be a combina- 
tion of all three. J, Pierpont Morgan 
has been the largest purchaser of Bell 
Telephone stock at auction recently, but 
the manner of purchase has been ciever- 
ly concealed. Western Union stock has 
ruled weak on the New York ttock Ex- 
change during the past few days, but this 
weakness is thought to be part of the 
program of those conducting this gigan- 
tic deal. The combination of these two 
concerns will mean an almoat impreg- 
nable monopoly of both the telegraph 
and telephone business in the same 
hands.”
